Nay,d-nying any ſuch thing to be noiv, as Revelation, ,or 
tac gift of diicerniey ot Spizits, Fc. withou: Which none inthe 
A poitfes days couly 52 Pallocs or Teachers: So ye deny the true Pros 
pe, Waole reacining is inall Ages one and the lame to His; onely 
in £2 Apeltacy from His Light ay Trac, He hath bia withdrawn; 
but oy 1 come to Teach and to InlireA His People again ; that 
with the Lick chey may ſee, diſcern, and comprehend all falſe 
P:ophetz; viho for many years have filled the World with 
cecait an erronr , and by the ſame Light may ſee Him who 
13 In;19b!c, and the glory. rnat was with Him before- the, Worli 
was: So tezing the true Original of all, which is eternal: 
Power and Wiſdom : Riches, Glory, and H9nour..everlaſhing.” 
And becauſe ye Prieits and bind guides are (werved from the light of 
Chritt, which ſhould bz che onzly Counſzlour and DireRor, thiere- 
forg y2 in you: ordinary gifcs, (as they are called,) which is bur carnal 
viidowe,.p:eſumeeven to (it inthe Temple of God, as God, to wit, 
by your ſeceral Synods and Councils, which ye (if ye could) would 
have according to your 0vn mines : who undertake to ſet forth Ca» 
nons » or Rules, and DireQories and Faiths, for the Worſhip of 
God,and to excommunicate, and receive in ; and to judge of Truth 
and Erroc; and to ule the Migiſtrace to enjoyn by puniſhment th2 
obſervance thereof : alchough Chriſt the crue Prophet hath direAed 
his People in a nzw and Jiving way ; whoſe teachipgs and direRtions 
theſe Priels. eicher wholly deny , or think inſufficient, or elſe they 
would n2yer preſume co ſet forth Canons, DireRories, &e, for the 
people of God to walk by, Thus are ye diſcovered to be com;lear 
Antichriſt ; nor want yeany rhing of the Pope and his Clergy, in eſ- 
ſential matters, for all your prerended Reformation, onely in ſome 
ſuperiticions,?efle mareria!,ye differ : If ye ſhall ſay, Ye are wronged, 
in tharthe Pope takes on him co forgive fins, as Chrift's Vicar, which 
is a high preſumption, which ye are not guilty of ; Iſay,you areguil« 
ty of the ſame thing in your corrupted Judgments, and wou!d ſoon 
make ic appear by praQtiſe, were ye nor by God's providence reſtrai- 
ped, forthe Pope's forgiveneſle of fins is no more than adeclaration 
outwardly of what he thinks God doth confirme in heaven, by ver- 
tne of his Office or. Chairez as Peter's Succeſſor ; andye in your ſeye- 
ral Synods and Presbyteries , appropriate the power of excommuni- 
cation, or bindipg and loofing, to your ſelves, by.vercue (as ye think) 
of Faithand Office; and whereinlyes the fo Wa] 
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ore man) and yours (as I way ſay), Arittocratical, or done by divers, 
Whom ye'count che chief of the Church ; and whar difference is chere 
between one to be called Chrit's Vicar, and our of his life; and-ye 
to call your ſelves his Minifjers, Paſtors, and Elders, and be our ot ir 
-aiſo: And as for Merits or Juſtification by works, which ye count a 
damnable DoArine among the Papilts, which ye lay ye utrerly deny : 
'See the (ma) difference betwixt them and you herein; for ye both, 
looking upon a Chritt without , after rhe fl:(h, bur denying the trove 
light within, they think Chriſt died and ſuffered, &'c, ro make their 
works meritorious ; & ye ſay, your works are accepred tor tiis death 
and (ufferings, and Interceſſion's lake ; rhough neither of you (being 
not come tguurue aw light in your ſelvs,wvhich leads to the life, which 
is the blood, in which all works ſhould be done and performed) can, 
in truth, ſenſe, and feeling , witnefſ: acceptation, one no more than 
the other; ſothar ye, praying,finging. and preaching in your Steeple - 
houſes, falling, or doing any'other work in your own Wills, ye muſt 
of neceſſity look for an accepration of them for the deed done, if ye 
will have any,as well as the Papifisſeting ye know not a living Chrift 
in-you, in which they muſt be accepred, As for Images, which the 
'Papifts worſhip : ye make your ſelyes, and ſervices, Images for tie 
people to worſhip : as alſo the Lawes of men, which ye ſay are to bz 
obeyed in the things of God,which is a more myRerious and dange- 
rous Idolatry , becauſe not ſo grcily and:plainly appearing , and 
therefore not ſo eaſily ro be avoided : alſo ye call the Steeple- 
houſe or Tower-houte, a Church, which 1s groſs and fortith 
I dolatry, And whereas perhaps ye will ſay, the Pope 
ſellech Pardons and, Indulgences for mony, as he did when Zs- 
ther fell off from him ; Can ye make me bglieve that the ſame thing 
(in effe&) would not appear among you Prieſts, if your Government 
were eſtabliſhed, who nor make gain the chief Morive of your prea- 
ching, and take mony for ſprinkling Infants, Marriages, Burials, Fu- 
neral Sermons, &c, Would there nor be patrtialiry and reſpeR of 
perſonsamong yon. in admitting people ro:your communion, and in 
your proceedings in caſting our and receiving into your Church? 
"Have no ſuch chings appeared in Scotland among their Presbyteries? 
'Ot in New- England at anytime? oramong you? Did not the Paſtor 
| or, Teacher of Boſton in New-E»ng/and,nort long ago, whenthe Eider- 
hip (fo called) wonld have excommunicated the Keeper of Bride- 
Ui for his moſt cruel and” inhumane uſage of one of our friends, 
through malice and enmiry co the Seed of God) hinder thei 
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dings azaint him ? and donor malice andenmiry proceed from the 
ſame Root, as Coverouineſſe , Reipe&ot Perſons, and che Love of 
mony do > Nay, did nor the Apoilate Greek Church, for 12 o0 years 
ages call one of caeir Synods or Councels, to wit, the Councel of E- 
pheſus, Robbing,or a Councel of Robbers 7 and are not all cheſe Syn- 
cd3, whether O2conomical, Na: ional, Provincial, Claſſical, or Pa- 
roc inl, in one and che ſame ground ? and have they nor procee Jed 
from one & the ſame Roor, as cthers before them have done, & whar 
then can be expeRed bur the ſame fruit ? 

Wherefore, Oh ye Parliamenrof England, open your eyes and ſee 
What a Goſpel-Miniltry ye do at preſent, and think ye onght to,main= 
t:in, a$are the Priefis: and conſider that in ſo doipg, ye are bur the 
Bealt ſpoken of by Fohn in his Revelation, which carried the Whore, 
and ſo are enemies to Chritt's Kingdome. Knoyy ye aflvredly, Thar 
whilit ye do this, the hand of the Lord is againſt you, and che Lamb 
will never ceaſe making War with you by his S1ints, his Followers,

tis Tabernacle and thoſe that dwell in heaven, miſcalling the-truch,

of 7ſrael, &c, Know this. Oh thou Parliamen: 1 and; 


and all furure Par- 


liamencr, that while the falſe Prophetgin chis or theſerhres Nations, 
 upheld.of you by a Lay,,or any kind of ſcr-maintenance whatſee+ 
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ver, that the S2ed and Saints of God muſt needs ſuffer:mndif o, How 
can a Blcfſing, and not a Curle, from che Lord God of heaven and 
earth, be expected? For this isthe Lord's promiſe, to bis Church in 
the lalt daies , The Nation that will not ſerve thee ſhall periſh, yea, 
(tairh God) iho'e Nations (hali be utterly walted : Wherefore, fince 
it's hard for you (though great and lofry) to kick againtt the pricks ; 
and for ye Por-ſhezards of che earth co (irive aganti yeur Maker; and 
{1nce the Lord God Almighty hath decreed the utter ruine of the 
Whore, that hath bewitch=d ail Nacions from his pure life by her 
Sorceries and [uchantments, and fince the Prieſts are ſeen by the lighr 
of Chriſt, co be ſuch Sorcerers, and che generality of theſe three Na- 
tions to be thus bevitched; 1 adviſe you in the love of the Lord ( © 
ye of th:Parliamenr;and all other thar ate called Magiſtrates,to break 
off your (ins by repentance in your own particulars,co wit, yourPride, 
Corerouſneſle, love of Money,the Honour and Glory of this wicked
